His only other experience at the top Australian 
level was with Sunshine Georgies on a brief loan 
spell. 


Now 28, De Amicis has a great deal of 
experience which South Melbourne will now 
benefit from. It is that experience at a variety of 
clubs that makes De Amicis not extremely 
perturbed about South’s slow start to the season. 


“Our start hasn’t been impressive at all and it’s 
not what I expected,’ De Amicis admitted. 


“T believe though that we havé a very good 
squad and extremely good depth. It’s a matter of 
the players just settling down. There is no reason 
not to make the Top 6.” 


South’s win last week against Newcastle has 
eased some of the tension at the club which was 
building up. That tension, and the pressure 
exerted on the players by themselves was 
affecting the side.

“It’s unfortunate we haven’t done the same in 
return and repay the faith.” 


De Amicis has been playing against South 
Melbourne boys for a long time now and had 
struck up a friendship with some of the team. 


One of the South boys however, was not 
particularly fond of De Amicis when he was a 
Knight. 


“Con Blatsis recently said to me, ‘I always

wanted to kick you’,” De Amicis claimed. 
“He said, ‘I didn’t want you to get past me’.” 


“But when we travelled to Adelaide City last 
week we roomed together and he’s a really great 
kid,” 


Once an enemy and now a hero, De Amicis tells 
his fellow Lakers to be very appreciative of what 
they have at the club and to put in the effort to 
show their thanks for being at Melbourne’s 
biggest club. 


“South Melbourne has its priorities right and 
what it’s done off the field is Al. I’ve told the 
players they’re very lucky here becuase they 
have everything they want.”

Despite the fact that virtually every Knights- 
Lakers encounter can be classed as an epic, no 
one could go past this game as the one dearest to 
South Melbourne. 


This win gave South Melbourne its second 
national league title sending most of the 23,000 
plus fans into celebration mode. 


The game was played in a captivating 
atmosphere and the Knights fans were happier 
for most of the afternoon. Leading 1-0 through 
an Andrew Marth strike for the vast majority of 
the game it seemed the Knights were to claim 
their first championship. 


Uncanny Joe Palatsides, a man virtually 
discarded by South’s all time great coach, 
Ferenc Puskas, grabbed a late equaliser out of 
nothing to send the game into extra time and 
then penalties. 


And when South missed their second, third and 


fourth spot kicks the Knights were presented 
with the chance to claim the game. A series of 
misses by them as well took it into sudden death 
and when Steve Blair successfuly scored the 8th 
penalty to put South 5-4 up, Ivan Kelic was 
called upon to keep the Knights alive. 


With the weight of half of Olympic Park on his 
shoulders Kelic shot high giving South their 
second title. Kelic of course, is now a Laker. 


South’s captain of the game and current coach, 
Ang Postecoglou recalls, “That’s the standout 
Grand Final, the game where everything was so 
tight and we were totally out of it. 


“Anyone who was involved on our side will say 
it’s the highlight of their career and I know the 
Melbourne Knights players who were involved 
in that game probably feel a bit disappointed 
about that.”
